First Things First. 

Vancouver Sun: ‘*The Cana- 
‘‘dian Northern railway belongs 
‘‘to the Dominion Government. 
‘Presumably the Government has 
‘taken over the company’s obli- 
‘‘pations, as well! as its assets. One 
‘of these obligations is the ex- 
‘‘nenditure of four or five million 
‘dollars under its agreement with 
“‘the city of Vancouver, The city 
“Sis entitled to look to the Domin- 
‘*ion Government to carry out the 
‘‘agreement.’’ 

Without objecting to Vancou- 
ver’s claim it may be pointed out 
thai in Alberta branch lines of the 
Canadian _ Northern _ have - been 
projected, bonds guaranteed by 
the Provineial Government sold, 
and the railways partially con- 
structed, but left uncompleted. 
These enterprises would seem to 
have priority over Vancouver’s 
claim to the creation of terminal 
facilities. And on general grounds 
it surely is more in the publie in- 
terest at this time to complete 
branch railways through produc- 
tive agricultural country than to 
build ornamental stations in cities. 


Men and Steel Available. 


A Yorkton despateh announces 
that the Board of Trade has re- 
ceived assurance from the Domin- 
ion government that the Hudson 
Bay railway will be completed 
during the present summer, and 
also that a twenty-five mile branch 
line of the Canadian Northern 
system will be constructed to the 
Thunder Hill district. This er- 
announcement eliminates any sup- 
position that lack of men or lack 
of material prevents the comple- 
tion of the Oliver-St, Paul branch 
of the government’s C.N. railway 
system, or the extension of the 
north-westerly branch of the same 
system to Whitecourt, If men and 
steel are available for the con- 
struction of a branch line railway 
in Saskatchewan, they are equally 
available for the completion of 
partially constructed lines in the 
province of Alberta; for the con- 


struction of which money raised | 


on the guarantee of the province 
is lying in the banks. 


Hail Insvrance Law. 


The hail insurance law of the 
provinee is being amended at this 
session of the legislature. It is pro- 
vided that the liability of a com- 
pany under a contract commences 
on the day on which the applica- 
tion is accepted by the head or 
branch office, and shall expire at 
noon on the 15th day of Septem- 
ber unless a later date is provided 
in the contract. Should the insur- 
ed crop be cut before the date of 
expiry the liability of the com- 
pany ceases when the grain is cut. 
Unless an application for insur- 
ance is declined by a company 
within forty-eight hours of the re- 


ceipt of the application, the coim- | 


pany shall be deemed to have ac- 
cepted the application. It ix pro- 
vided that on the face of every 
policy of hail insurance — there 
shall appear the name of the in- 
surer, the name of the insured, the 
name of the person or persons to 
whom the insurance money is pay- 
able, the premium or other ¢on- 
sideration for the insurance, the 
subject-matter of the insurance, 
the maximum amount whieh the 
insurer contracts to pay, the event 
in the haypening of which pay- 


—— 


ment is to be made, the term of 
the insurance and the pame and 
address of the company’s head of- 
fice or branch office or general 
agency in the province. A number 
of general provisions are also ad- 
ded to the act which are to be ap- 
plicable to companies hereafter 
incorporated by the legislature. 


Tho Power of Life and Deatk. 


Sir Robert Borden announces 
that persons who resist the Mili- 
tary Service act hereafter are to 
be forthwith enrolled, regardless 
of the classes to which they may 
belong, or their rights to exemp- 
tion. So long as the penalty is ap- 
plied only to those who actually 
resist the enforcement of the law, 
it may be regarded as a deserved 
punishment. But who is to decide 
just what constitutes resistance to 
the act, or a sufficient degree or 
amount of resistance to justify the 
imposition of the penalty? By 
proclaiming martial law—or by 
establishing martial law in effect, 
as was done in the city of Quebec 
—the government under this pro- 
posed amendment to the Military 
Service act wiil acquire power to 
send off to the trenches any man 
from the affected district whom 
the ministers might wish to get 
rid of. David conscripted Uriah 
under a mandate no more auto- 
cratic than the power the minis- 
ters propose to take into their own 
hands,

Of that number over two millions 
are of French race and language 
and Roman Catholic religion. The 
great majority of those two mil- 
lions are bunched together at the 
country’s Atlantic gateway, with a 
provincial organization under 
their own control and with certain 
rights of religion, language, law 
‘and custom guaranteed them on 
the faith of the crown of Britain.

FARMERS HERDS 


A. E, Meyer Urges Campaign of 
Education in Address to Associ- 
ated Board of Trade | 


Discussing the beef cattle situation 
in Alberta at the fortnightly meeting 
of the Associate section of the Board 
of Trade, Wednesday evening, A. B. 
Meyer, superintendent of the Agricul- | 
tural Schools of Alberta, was most op- 
timistic. Alberta is remarkably well 
adapted to stock raising, said Mr. 
Meyer, as is evidenced by the fact 
that Alberta grass fed stock aiways 
commands ihe highest prices at Chi- 
eago for grass fed stuff and by the 
fact that the coarse uersins and succu- 
Jent feeds necessary for feeding beef 
cattle, grow better here than in any 
other part of Canada. The speaker | 
has been all over Alberta many times 
during his three and a half years of 
residence in the province and has 
marked a decided improvement in the 
quality of the stock being raised by 
the breeders. There is still great nec- 
essity for more purebred stock and 
the breeders are dding their. beat to 
meet this necessity. Mr, Meyer spoke 
of several breeders and their achieve- 
ments in importing and producing the 
finest types of beef cattle, establish- 
ing a reputation for Alberta that is 
continent-wide, 

It is impossible to improve the com- 
mon stock of the country unless the 
farmers and stock growers get good 
sires. At present too many grade 
bulls are being used and it is neces- 
sary to carry on a strong educational 
campaign to convince the rank and 
file of the farmers of the necessity of 
getting good sires to improve their 
herds. That the work being done in 
this line !s having its effect is shown 
by the eagerness of breeders and far- 
mers to buy good bulls at the bull 
sales, 

Mr, Meyer spoke of the necessity of 
Biving constant and intelligent per- 
sonal attention to the breeding and 
caring for livestock. It must be made 
a study and the speaker gave some 
valuable pointers along the lines of 
breeding, feeding and care, 

Speaking of the sale of bulls to be 
held here in connection with the show, 
Mr. Meyer said there is a marked im- 
provement in the quality over last} 
year.
